Mulhall that the National Association 
of Manufacturers maintained a lobby 
that sought improperly to influence 
legislation and the conduct of mem­ 
bers of congress. 
The action of the house opens the 
way for a controversy with the sen­ 
ate committee which is in possession 
of ail the papers on which the Mulhall 
charges are based. 
Senator Overman, 
chairman of the senate committee on 
inquiry, announced several days ago 
that he and his assistants would re ­ 
tain the Mulhall papers until their in­ 
vestigation into this phase of the lob­ 
by question came to an end.

house committee just created are tud 
This committee is as follows:

The resolution also opens the 
way for an inquiry into the forces be­ 
hind other recent 
investigations b. 
congress. 
Testimony brought out be­ 
fore the senate committee was to tin* 
effect that David 
Lam ar wrote the 
original steel trust resolution and that 
he turned it over to Henry D. Martin, 
bead of the so-called Anti-Trust League 
of America. 
The National Association of Manu­ 
facturers is preparing to make a light 
when the charges of Colonel Mulhall 
are brought before the investigators of 
the alleged lobby. 
At an executive 
session of the senate committee held 
last evening the request of the na­ 
tional association to he represented 
by counsel at the hearings was tenta­ 
tively granted. 
The committee will 
permit the association to he repre­ 
sented by counsel, but the scope of 
the legal asssistance to be extended 
may be limited by further action on 
the part of the committee.

claim they are "loaded for hear.” The 
letters which Colonel Mulhall sold to 
the newspapers as a part of his now 
famous "exposure” of the methods of 
the National 
Manufacturers associa­ 
tion will be supplemented in the evi­ 
dence and their power and pur|»ose 
deflected if possible by the presenta­ 
tion of reams of letters which Colonel 
Uulhall has in the past written to of­ 
ficers of the association.

I/mdon, Ju ly 10.— During the last 


few days the Bulgarians are reported 
to ha\e lost more men killed in the 
fighting in the Kotchana and Ish ti'1 
districts than in the entire campaign 
against the Turks, and dispatches from 
Sofia say that King Ferdinand is ready 
to 
discuss 
peace 
with 
Servia 
and 
Greece. 
Servia, too. has suffered ter­ 
ribly in the fighting, and her troops 
are attacked by cholera. 
For this 
reason it is believed that peace nego­ 
tiations will be begun without delay. 
The Bulgarians now admit the evac­ 
uation of Kotchana and Ishtib, but of­ 
ficial 
accounts say that the troops 
were withdrawn for strategical 
rea 
sons. 
One dispatch 
from Belgrade say? 
nine battalions of Bulgarian 
troops 
were wiped out in a fight with the 
Servians at Zajetsar Pass. 
It is stated 
also that Roumania is waiting for a 
decisive 
Bulgarian 
defet 
to 
invade 
King Ferdinnd’s territory. 
Another 
Belgrade dispatch says that losses to 
the Bulgarian and Servian armies, en­ 
gaged for days about Kotchana and 
Ishtib. will reach 35,000. 
W ith the re­ 
port of the termination of the battles 
the 
Servian 
government claimed 
a 
great victory for its troops. 
The Ser­ 
vian troops now occupy Kotchana and 
Ishtib. according to the war office. 
This assertion is borne out, too. by re­ 
ports from Sofia, where it is admitted 
that the Bulgarian troops have evac­ 
uated the cities. 
The Servian war oi 
fice believes that the Bulgurs have 
been completely driven off now and 
that the Servian victory is complete.

Corydon, 
Ind., 
Ju ly 
10.— Corydon 
yesterday celebrated the fiftieth anni- 
j versary of the battle of Corydon, in 
which 450 untrained men, armed with 
squirrel 
rifies and shotguns, 
fought 
4.500 trained cavalrymen under Gen­ 
eral Morgan, after delaying his cross­ 
ing of the Ohio river and hampering 
his march from the river to this city. 
The battle here was fought Ju ly 9. 
1863, but it was the climax of skir­ 
mishing that began Ju ly 7. 
General 
Morgan had captured two Ohio river 
boats and attempted to cross the river, 
but he found the Indiana men ready 
for him, and with one cannon they de 
laved his plans. 
He succeeded, how 
ever, in crossing the stream, but the 
home guards had chopped down trees 
in his path, and while his cavalrym en 
were worrying their way through the 
forest and down the log-strewn road, 
squirrel hunters shot their horse3 and 
wounded some of the soldiers. 
It was 
not until Ju ly 9 that Morgan reached 
Corydon. 
Here he was checked by the 
450 men, but his larger force out­ 
flanked the In liana men and he came 
to Corydon, where he heard for the | 
I first time of the defeat of the Confed­ 
erates at Gettysburg. 
The battle of 
Corydon was one of the two fights j 
north of the Mason and Dixon line, the 
other being Gettysburg.

Washington, Ju ly 10.— According to 
leaders of both parties the house, with 
a view to providing a method of arbi­ 
tration satisfactory to the great inter­ 
ests involved in the threatened rail­ 
road strike, w ill

Saturday pass 
the senate bill proposing amendments 
to the Erdm an act that are approved 
by both railroad employers and ra il­ 
road employes. 
Both sides to the con­ 
troversy refuse to arbitrate under the 
Erdman law in its present form. They 
take the ground that the law as at 
present constituted does not provide 
for an adequate representation of both 
| sides to a controversy between em­ 
ployers and employes, and so far as 
the present emergency is concerned 
the act is useless. 
Tiie proposed amendments do not 
change the provision of the Erdm an 
act. which seeks the adjustment of 
railroad troubles in the first instance 
by conciliation and mediation through 
the medium of the government board. 
The impression seems to be quite 
general that if congress acts prompt­ 
ly on this proposed legislation, the

Commendatore Boni, the ex cav ator of 
tin* Roman foru m, has been v isiting 
London, and to a large au dience of 
classical stiid« *iits at King's college h«* 
gav e a lectu re on “The Hou ses of the 
Repu blican 
Period 
Now 
Discov ered 
Under the Palace of Domitian.” 
One of tin* most interesting stat« * 
moots made by Signor Boni was that 
he had discov ered traces of the orig­ 
inal « lining room of Nero, which cou ld 
be rev olv ed 
by 
machinery . 
In his 
search for the m achine room In* had 
discov ered three v erticil I shafts, down 
one of which In* went 
120 feet withou t 
reaching fin* liottom. 
Near one of tin* 
v ertical shafts, howev er, he fpu nd a 
tank , and tw enty feet below this was 
n chamber tw enty feet wide by six ty 
f«*«*t long, with stom*s serrated iilo* 
cogwheels on a horizontal bed. 
This 
tn* took to In* tin* engine room of Nero 
and his pr« *d« *ccNsors. 
The ex cav ations, which were u nder 
tak en last season and are still being 
carried on. are being condu cted on a 
site on 
the Palatine hill, which, from 
its important and conspicu ou s position, 
mu st hav e I wen the sit« *, said the lec­ 
tu rer, of tin* hou ses of tlx * great patri 
clan families. 
Sev eral highly impor­ 
tant discov eries had been made. 
A 
stu dy of the palace of D« » mitian had 
resu lted, said Commendatore Bou i, in 
the discov ery of part of a circu lar drain 
of the time of Nero. 
A staircase was 
fou nd leading B> a series of fiv e chain 
hers, separated by arched doorway s, 
in whieh salt w ater fish were preserv ed 
and segregated according to their size 
and qu ality
